According to the bill the boxing 
will be controlled by the A. A. U., 
of which James E. Sullivan is the 
president. Sullivan it is claimed is 
working for the passage of the 
bill and is partly responsible for 
its introduction. Mr. Sullivan is 
well and I must say unfavorably 
know n on the Coast and the mere 
fact that he is backing the Senator 
up is sufficient for us to know that 
the bill contains something that 
will favor him as president of the 
Amateur Athletic Association 
Sullivan at the 
Portland 
fair 


showed that he was not the lover 
of clean sport that he claims to 
be and at the last international 
boxing championship tournament 
held by the Olympic Club in Me- 
cha^iics' Pavilion he imported to 
the Coast a bunch of outright pro- 
fessional boxers to compete in the 
tournament. The men he brought 
were not champions, 'tis true, but 
that they did not carry away the 
titles was no fault of Sulluan's.

IDEA RIDICULOUS.

enough to tackle boxers of abil- 
itv he has to train to such an ex- 
tent that he cannot afford to take 
a chanre for such a prize, conse- 
quently the clubs handling the 
boxing shows are always jeopar- 
dizing the contestants standing as 


an amateur by giving him a larger 
purse or money on the side. The 
trophy proposition has been tried 
on the Coast and each time it has 
been found to be a failure. 
If 


Senator Frawley has the game at 
interest and really wants to help 
it along he should introduce a bill 
allowing limited round scraps no 
matter of how short duration they 
might be, the fans would appre- 
ciate them, but the thing of giving 
an association headed by Sullivan 
the monopoly is out of the ques- 
tion. The followers of the biff- 
bang game in New York State 
have suffered enough the wrongs 
of a few and when the game is 
again started they want no one 
man controlling it. The Horton 
law v\as repealed only because the 
few who had control of the game 
put on so many fakes that a stop 
had to be made to it. What a 
fine job Sullivan's would be if the 
bill passed and he was to sell per- 
mits to hold boxing shows. This 
was done in San Francisco by cer- 
tain directors of the P. A. A. when 
that body had control of boxing.

It is not our opinion that it is good 
sportsmanship to display too much 
leaning towards the "show me" doc- 
trine. 
Let us hope that the fan will not 
overtax our home team too severely, 
but will show a disposition to help 
things along. 
It's the sirit of progress and that's 


the keynote of success in baseball as 
well as the ordinary affairs of exist- 
ence. 


TRAINING IS HARD. 


The Oakland ball palyers now at 
Santa Barbara are in the throes of 
a savage and unmerciful grind. There 
is no season in the year that an athlete 
suffers quite so severely, or is so ir- 
ritable as the early period of train- 
Ing.After a long Idle spell the muscles 
grow flabby and flat. The biceps and 
triceps are rusty and to tense them 'to 
the pitch required for a campaign 
is a nerve wrecking ordeal. 
Ball players ate faithful trainers. 
They pat a good deal of themselves 
Into the .early spring training and 
waste tip a considerable 
portion of 
their conviviality and congeniality*

is usually the first course. Then when 
the buys get a little of the soreness 
out of their muscles and stiffness out 
of their joints they begin a bit of 
more strenuous work, but they still 
suffer some tortures and it is not un- 
til well along towards the close of the 
training trip that they regain their 
composure and normal spirits.

being the greatest batter in the league, 
he Is an almost perfect fielder and 
probably the fastest base runner on 
the diamond today. 
Following Is 


Stone's own story of how to hit the 
ball: 


When a ballplayer attempts to tell 


other players how to become a slugger 
he is up against a pretty difficult prop- 
osition. Right at the start he bumps 
against the fact that natural ability 
has a whole lot to do with it. 
Of 


course a player can improve his abil- 
ity to send the ball where it will en- 
title him to a ticket to first, but un- 
less he is a "born hitter" he's not go- 
ins to get to the top, In my opinion at 
least. 


But there are a good many thing's 
that will help even a poor batter. 


Probably the most Important is to 


have confidence in himself. 
If 
he 
comes to the plate thinking, "That 
pitcher's an easy mark for me," 
the 


chances are away In favor of getting 
a good crack at the ball. 


One should always keep his eye and 
brain in good condition by the right 
kind of living. Boozing and late hours 
are not in the same day with base 
hits. 


Following .the ball all the way from 
the Ditcher's hand is one thing" I find 
helps me. 
Trying to get a line on 
where tae ball is going by picking it 
up with the eye when it is part way 
to the plate is confusing. 


TAKES CHANCES. 


I occasionally go after a ball that is 
not directly over the plate. If a hit is 
needed it sometimes 
pays 
to 
take 


chances. 
A ball may be just wide 
enough, to force^ the umpire to call It 
a. ball and yet a step of a. few inches

would enable one to swat a ball'exact- 
ly to his liking:. 


But If I would simmer It all down 


to a sentence, I would say: "Keep your 
nerve." 
Another system that I use and which 
I notice several other players using is 
what I might call "looking 
the 
ball 
square in the face." To do this I have 
to crouch over the plate so that my 
eyes are almost directly on a line "with 
the middle of the plate. Then I watch 
the pitcher as he winds up and I see 
the ball the instant it leaves his hand. 
If it is traveling straight for my head 
I am ready to biff it, for I know it is 
coming directly over the pan. 
One 
floes not need to keep his head there 
long enough for any danger. I simply 
stand that way to be sure and see the 
ball correctly at the very start of its 
journey 
from 
the 
pitcher to 
the 


catcher. 


FOLLOW THE BALL. 


As soon as It begins its course my 
eyes are glued on It and my bat is 
drawn back ready to strike, whether 
It is a good- or a bad ball. The bad 
ones are allowed to pass, and If a good 
one comes one Is all ready to strike it. 
I find the system has done much to 
help my batting. 
However, this system, might not help 


others. Take Lajoie, for instance. He 
stands perfectly erect when at the bat, 
so that his line of vision is a foot or 
more to one side of the plate and yet 
he knows which are good and which 
are bad from a different .angle from 
that I use. Hans Wagner, I have no- 
ticed, crouches almost as much as I 
do in order to be sure and see the ball. 
It Is not Important in what position 
one may stand tri waiting 
for 
the 


throw, but it Is important that the 
batter get his eye on the ball as soon 
as it leaves the pitcher's hand. 
Another point that ball 
players 


should develop is sprinting. I trained 
for months and still keep it up. A fast 
man will make a great many safe hits 
during a season, just by being speedy 
enough to beat the ball to first base. 
This often occurs where a shortstop 
or third baseman fumbles for an in- 
stant a. ground ball. That instant Is 
sufficient for the runner to beat the 
ball to first if he started to sprint as 
soon as the ball was bit. It takes a 
shortstop with a good arm also to beat 
the runner if the. ball has been hit to 
deep short. 


IS A NATURAL HITTER. 


I think batting is natural for me. I 


could always hit the ball, even when 
playing in boys' games years, ago. 
I 


had to learn to be a fielder, but batting 
was a gift of nature. 
Back in 1901 I was working on a 


farm, and playing ball on the side 
once 
or 
twice a week in a small 
town 
called 
Salix. A manager 
at 


Blencoe, Iowa, offered me a chance to 
break into minor league ranks.

Rooaivelt Has Delicate Task in 


Carrying out Expressed 


Japanese Policy. 


WASHINGTON. March 9.—It 1« re- 


ported, but not conflrmed, by Mr. Loeb, 
that the president has selected a news- 
paperman of San Francisco for one of 
the Immigration commission. 


The president's coming task of ne- 


gotiating with the Japanese ai-to im- 
migration matters In dispute between 
the two countries, extends beyond the 
point of excluding Japanese cooliei who 
come to this country from Hawaii, 
power to do which was put In the 
hands of the president by the Isat con- 
gress. It has always been understood 
that the president promised his San 
Francisco school callers he would en- 
deavor to arrange a treaty with Japan 
by which Japanese coolies would be 
excluded from coming to the United 
States direct from Japan. 


JAPANESE PE-RMIT8. 


Under the Japanese system 
this 


could .be done by the Japanese gov- 
ernment declining to give permits to 
people coming to this country. 
The 
fact is that no permits are now granted 
for that purpose, 
but 
pernftts 
are 
granted to go to Hawaii, from which 
place the Japanese come to the Pacific 
coast. 
' 


The delicacy of the situation Is In 


the fact that the Japanese feel that 
any treaty which excludes their labor- 
ers is a blow at their national pride, 
and nuts them on the same footing as 
the Chinese. Any attempt of the pres- 
ident, therefore, to bring about exclu- 
sion must be handled In a diplomatic 
manner. 


AMERICAN LABOR IN PERIL. 
The Japanese, It is understood, 
feel 
that if citizens of their country are to 
bos excluded from the United States, 


, Amprlcan labor must also be excluded 
I from Japan. This demand has no em- 
| burrassing feature so far as this gov- 
i ernment is concerned. 


Although the president has a most 


cJclicate job on his hands in issuing 
an 
order preventing: the 
Japanese 
coming to the United States from Ha- 
waii, he must not do this bluntly un- 
less he disregards the sensitiveness of 
the Japanese government. 
It Is ex- 


pected that he will have some confer- 
ence with the Japanese ambassador 
before taking even' this step.

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Senator Leavitt Holds 


State Senate in 


His Hands, 


Judge Jack Hebbard 


and His Actions 


at a Funeral. 


SUNDAY, March 10, 1907. 


The people who have been \\p to Sacramento to do business 


at the capital hare come back with stories full of admiration 
for the executive ability of Governor Gillett. No Governor in 
many years has dispatched the business of his office with such 
ease and lack of fuss. He does not spend nearly as many hours 
in his office as Pardee did, but he doesn't talk half as much over 
any question submitted to him. He makes up his mind .very 
quickly and acts at once. 


The impression is gaining ground that he is very much a 


man who does what he wants to do and not what anyone else 
wants him to. He is a programmer only up to the point where he 
thinks the State and the Republican party will be benefited by 
"taking programme." He gives a quick ear to any argument 
and is easily accessible to everybody; but most of his visitors 
find that he has anticipated them and decided their matters in 
advance of their visits. 


Most Governors are fatigued, nervous and testy at the close 


of a session, but Gillett seems better natured and in better 
he dth than when the Legislature convened. He likes the job of 
G^-ernor, and it is evident that he is not a man who can be bull- 
dazed or "buffaloed" by any corporation, labor organization, 
newspaper or any other influence. 


Senator Prank Leavitt stands out more sharply this ses- 


sion than ever before as one of the great Republican leaders of 
the State. He absolutely runs things in the Senate, and it is 
amusing; to see him giving the proper tip to Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor Warren Porter^ when matters of politics or special policy 
are under consideration. Porter is not familiar with parliament- 
ary tactics, nor is he a natural parliamentarian. So Leavitt, 
from hia seat in the front row, directs Porter how to rule by giv- 
ing him a shrug for one ruling, bringing his fists down together 
for another or brushing his hands along his desk for a third. As 
Porter is an excellent programmer, Leavitt manages to bring 
things through just as the majority wants them, and Porter has 
not yet been tangled so he could not very icadily be extricated. 


Leavitt has been in the Legislature long enough to know 


that it is not the man who makes many speecbes who carries 
most weight when he speaks, so he is not very often heard in 
addresses of more than a few sentences. But he has a way of 
boiling his arguments into a few words and putting them sn 
clearly that they carry conviction. He has a natural logic and 
a native force that make him just the man for Ms place—the 
floor leader for the Republican majoritv. Even the resourceful 
Caminctti. the veteran Democratic controversialist, has not been 
able to leid Leavitt into any parliamentary- pitfalls. 


In the matter of talking too often and thereby losing force, 


Senator Curtm, the able Democrat, offers a case in point. He 
long has been aceptcd as the constitutional authority of the 
Senate, and used to be listened to with distinguishing attention. 
But he talked so mam times and raised so many technicalities 
that nowadays there is a buzz and hum of inattention when he 
gets on Ins feet and it is continuallv necessary to rap for order. 
And, by the wav. Senators Miller, Cm tin and Oart\\ right, Dem- 
ocrat--, are not always willing to stand in with Caminetti and 
Sanf ord in doing Democratic polities, which indicates that there 
is something of a rift in the minoritv's lute. 


Far and away the ablest of the new Republicans in the up- 


per House is Senator "Willis, of San Bernardino, who takes his 
political tips from Steve Kelly. He is a graduate of the Univer- 
sity of California and has been assistant prosecuting attorney in 
his county. He has quite a bit of humor and a reachy voice. In 
person he is tall, straight and spare, and glasses lend a certain 
distinction to his smooth-shaven face. The women call him 
good looking. 


But Willis hasn't vet learned not to talk every time there is 


a gabfest. He is on his feet whenever a debate is on, and as a con- 
sequence loses much of his effectiveness. 
When he has had 


more experience in legislation he probablv will have sense 
enough to see that it is the man who never talks unless on the 
most important measures, or the ones most vital to him that car- 
ries votes by his eloquence. The young legislator with a good 
ear for the tones of his own voice is likely to lose his effective- 
ness by too much tongueing. 


No Assemblyman has developed above the ordinary from 


among the new members. Coghlan, of San Francisco, out of the 
Rupf camp, and old Grove Johnson, of Sacramento, are the best 
talkers of the lower House. Coghlan has no very high standing 
at the San Francisco bar and no great position among the ora- 
tors of the metropolis. But in the environment of mediocrity 
represented by the Assembly, he stands out as quite an orator 
and statesman. As for Grove Johnson, his efforts to butt his 
way back into the Southern Pacific corral, where he was fed so 
long, make him a pitiful spectacle. He has lost most of his 
old fire, and his fake of just being on the verge of complete phy- 
sical collapse has been overplayed until it is no longer effective. 


It can be said for this Legislature that it has made a record 


for industry. It will come closer to clearing up its files than 
a.ny Legislature in many years. And it has done away with the 
junketing scandal and the patronage grab for all future Legis- 
latures. The Republican organization must be given credit "for 
putting through these reform measures, though the widespread 
attacks of the press on the patronage graft and Ned Hamilton's 
furious assault on the Assemblymen for the petty theft of jun- 
keting have had much to do with bringing about-'the desired re- 
sult.

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When Gillett has finished with the bills passed at this 


thirty-seventh session it will be found that'this Legislature has 
not left a bad record behind it. The members have been stung 
into a frenzy by the criticisms of the press and have attempted 


to punish the newspapers for their freedom,and fearlessness. 
But aside from the furious rages into which they have been 
thrown by criticisms, the legislators have generally deliberated 
with much fairness and in good temper. They do not repre- 
sent a large ability but they have shown an unusual industry. 
* * * * * * 


The insurance companies, for the first time in their lives, 


perhaps, have failed to obtain their own way with the State 
Legislature. They have" bullied and cajoled, by turns, and their 
threats and persuasions alike have been unavailing. In spite of 
all they have attempted, the Legislature has done two import- 
ant pie"ces of work. It has adopted a California standard form 
of fire policy, and it has revised and_recodified the general laws 
governing the insurance business in'this State. 


The standard policy adopted is a good one. It is consider- 


ably shorter than the old New York form, beloved of the insur- 
ance corporations for the past thirty years, and it affords far 
better protection to the policy-holder. Old Grove Johnson said 
in the Assembly the other day that any fire policy which con- 
tains more than a simple contract on the part of'John Jones to 
insure Tom Brown against loss or damage by fire upon a speci- 
fied piece of property, and to pay such damage or loss in case of 
fire calamity, contains matter'to the advantage of the insurer 
as against the insured. Johnson himself offered a policy of this 
kind, all contained in about 150 words. But it is not so easy as 
all that to depart from established custom, and so the new policy 
is about 1200 words long, containing a good many ifs, ands and 
buts and exceptions, but, on the whole, a fair specimen of insur- 
ance contract.

The two-insurance committees, of Senate and Assembly; 


have worked hard and conscientiouslv. Frank Leavitt, in the 
Senate Committee, has thrown all bis force into the game and 
has carried his points in resistless fashion. Drew, in the com- 
nnttee of the lower House, has been calm and judicial in Ms 
reasoning.

shore. They bristled with armed men. 
In a moment ttey were alongside the 
steamer and two hundred armed men 
swarmed over the side of the ship.

VESSEL CAPTURED. 


"We were not ermedi but Captain 
Lowe stepped forward and demanded 
of a Moor who appeared to be the 
chief what he wanted. The chief said 
through interpreter that God had sent 
the ship on the coast for a gift to the 
Moors for their devotion.. He 
said 


they intended, removing her cargo and 
taking the crew 
into captivity 
as 


slaves. We were sent below and the 
Moors overran the vessel. 


"While Tve were below an aged Moor 
appeared and addressed us to let him 
send a friendly native messenger to 
Ceuta, and thence to Gibraltar for aid. 
He said that our lives were In danger, 
and that unless a British man of war 
arrived soon, we would never see our 
own country again. 
"Impressed by the friendly 
act of 
the 
man the captain signified 
his 


willingness .aid a messenger was dis- 
patched. Prom Ceuta the authorities 
sent a wireless message and the Brit- 
ish salvage ship was ordered to our 
rescue. She arrived in' a few hours. 
'In the meantime the^ Moors were 


helping themselves to whatever val- 
uables they could find. 
Then most of 


them went ashore and Captain Lowe 
realized that our only chance of es- 
cape, if the man-of-war failed us, was 
to get the ship off the rocks at once.

ment capacity of the cars. 


Recently' all the important lines of the country, including all the Harri- 


man lines, have reached an agreement to charge each other and all other 
lines a higher per diem rental than formerly, for the purpose not of increas- 
ing revenue, but to keep the cars on the move and make It an object to a 
line dilatory In getting cars not needed started on their way home. 
They 


have also formed a car clearing house whereby the equipment of the coun- 
try is to be treated as a unit and used to best advantage. 
Through this 


clearing house records are made dally of surplus cars all over the country 
and of the districts where they are most needed, and movement ordered ac- 
cordingly. 


With all these Improvements, what then is the trouble? 
The local officers of the Harriman lines give several reasons. 
One of 


these is the abnormal situation with respect to San Francisco since the fire. 
Not only has there been an immense tonnage concentrated in San Francisco 
since the fire, but the consignees with limited warehouse facilities,' torn up 
streets and changing conditions generally have been quite unable to unload 
their freight with the usual dispatch. 
As much as ten thousand cars have 


been tied up In, San Francisco and around the bay, necessitating embargoes 
upon bringing freight into San Francisco, as well as creating a car famine 
at the time the cars were in greatest demand. 
This situation should not be 


chargad-.to the railroads. 
Today the Southern Pacific has several thousand 
cars in Oakland and San Francisco which it Is doing its utmost to get un- 
loaded. 
When 15 per cent to 20 per cent of the rolling stock of a railroad 


is tied up at one point famine elsewhere may be reasonably expected 
Ex- 
treme measures have been taken to relieve the situation and it is thought 
with the rapidly improving warehouse facilities in the city and the better 
^conditions for teaming, that within a few niontha the trouble will ba of the 
past.
